Crean passages in Sir 
Ronald Macleay's speech last 
Friday ot the opening of our| 
new building were so impor- 
tant that more attention should 
be drawn to them than it was, 
perhaps, possible to give in all 
the bustle of an unusually] 
crowded week-end, The Min- 
ister has been speaking of the 
role of a newspaper as a_dis-| 
passionate historian and frien: 
ly eritie and he continues thus : 
I fear that id. recording and 
commenting on the 
rest, disunion and lack of stabi 
ity in the country, we are, I think, 
too prone. to forget that wo are 
ourselves in come, measuro respon. 
sible. It must be remembered 
that’ we foreigners originally 
foresd the door: of China's ex- 
clusiveness and, first by wringing

ment extraterritorial rights, spo- 
[cial privileges and concessions, 
fand then by opening up the coun 
try with railways. and by steam 
navigation on the inland waters— 
as well ag by the moral, religious, 
‘and educational propaganda of 
our missionarice—we gradually 
introduced Western ideas _and| 
novel political theories.

On both the Chinese 
and the foreign side there is a 
good deal of sore and angry feel- 
ing. Foreign scorn is exeit- 
ed by the flagrant falling-away 
from the virtuous professions 2f 
the anti-opium movement of 
fifteen years ago md anger stir- 
red by the equally unchecked 
and unrequited — outrages of | 
brigands, Meanwhile, Chinese 
accuse the foreigner of caring 
for nothing but his own pocket, 
‘of presuming to lord it in a 
country where he is only a ten- 
ant, even of deliberately foment- 
ing’ trouble for his own ends. 
‘At no time, say they, does the 
foreigner evince the least sym- 
pathy for the difficulties that 
China has to overcome. This 
not altogether just, but also not 
altogether surprising view has'| 
induced in some foreigners a 
sloppy sentimentality which is 
probably no less damaging all 
round than the gunboat policy. 
What middle course are we to 
steer between the two? 

Im the present fluid state of 
Chinese society, we certainly do 
not see that any good can come 
of allowing treaties to bo tram- 
pled upon. Nor docs Sir Ronali 
Macleay, for he speaks’ of * 
sturdy defence of British inter- 
ests” as being in no way ij 
compatible with a clearer re-| 
‘cognition of our position in thi 
cotmtry. While centralized gov-| 
ernment has broken down and 
every local chieftain is a law to! 
himself, treaties remain the one| 
stable ‘feature of  commereial 
life.

In the 
opinion of good judges it is due 
to the fuct that the French peo- 
ple, particularly the peasant 
class, are losing confidence. In-| 
stead of hoarding francs as they 
have done from time immemor- 
jal, they are turning them into 
things more stable as quickly as 
they ean, purchasing land, dol- 
lors and ‘sterling. And  mean- 
while the bourgeoisie of the 
cities, the vast army of people 
‘on fixed incomes, must sell what 
they ean to meet the increased 
cost of living. We are told that

‘The discovery of the dead body 
of the Dixmude’s commander, 
floating in the sea off the south 
const of Sicily, was the first clue 
to the fate of the unlucky airship. 
Of the fabric itself, nothing has 
been found except an aluminium

‘The end is inevitable and here- 
tofore the reaction has been in- 
evitable. The difference betwarn 
the present nd the past is that 
with the stage fully sct for it, 
with diplomacy, finance and com: 
more as ready as ever to carry 
fon in the good old way right up 
to the day of the explosion, Rhe 
conventional punitive war is not 
in sight.
